would be nereasel by 100 men, Mr. 
Olive: spoke as foilows: 


Hansard Report: 
Mr. Oliver.—Hon. gentlemen on the 
ciher side of the House remind us of 
the cld saying: None are so blind as 
those who wil net see. One would 
have supposed that the knowledge 
which some of ‘them obtained in the 
Northwest during their celebrated tour 
there, would have taught them that it 
is a Camiry of considerable extent, 
and that as its population is increasing 
so enormously there is necessity for 
an increase in al] public servic2s. In 
a territory 800 miles in one direction 
and 400 miles in another, and naving 
outposts at a distance of 2,000 miles, 
the question as to whether 500 men or 
$00 men are necessary may very well 
be leit to those who are charged with 
its administration. I wish ‘to remind 
these gentlemen opposite, (nat it was 
not “he member for West Assiniboia 
(Mr. Scott) who insinuated that the 
country required more pojicemen be- 
eause of the character of the settlers ; 
that insinuation came frori hon. gen- 
tlemen on the cther side of the House. 

Some hon. Members.—No._ 

Mr. Oliver. Yes. The nocessity for 
an increase in the number of mounted 
police is caused by the increase of pop- 
ulation, and not because of a change 
in its character. Let us suppose that 
there are a quarter million people in 
the ‘Uerritories to-day, scattered over 
an area of many thousands of square 
miles. Let me point out that in the 

rity of Montreal, the trade centre of 
this Dominion, surrounded by all the 
appliances of civilization, with all the 
traditions that carry good government 
from one,generation to another, and 
having a population not as large as 
that of the Territories; they have at 
present @ police force of 300 men. 

Some hon. Members.—More. 

Mr. Lemieux.—-And they want to in- 
crease the force there. 

Mr. Oliver. And, suppose the muni- 
tipat authorities of Montreal do in- 
crease the police force, will that deter 
people from going to reside in Mon- 
treet or from buying property there? 
Not at all. On the contrary, when it 
is known tHat! the police force is to be 
increased in proportion to the increase 
of population, people will be very much 
more fikely to take up residence and 
to purchase property there. 

It is the same with the Northwest 
‘Territories, Within the last few years 
our population has increasc-d by many 
thousands. That population ts scatter- 
ed over vastiy greater areze than ev- 
er before, and there ig nothing dis- 
creditable to the people of the Territor- 
fes, or to the Mounted Police them- 
selves, or to the governmment.in the 
fact, that it is proposed to increase the 
force ‘by 1€0 men. Indeed it is largely 
to the credit of the incoming populatiof 
and of the Mounted Police and of Ahe 
administration, that a larger increase 
in the force is not necessary. Notwith- 
standing that the population gf Mon- 
treal is densely settled in a city, yet, 
if the population? of Montredi had in- 
creased [n the same ratio as the popu-

The condi- 
tions in a country Mke the Northwest 
Territories render it more difficult for 
the police to enforce law. and order 
than in Monireat or any other city, 
and it {fs all the mere creditable to 
cur Northwest Mounted Police that law 
end order are so well enforced. Let 
me point out further that in this feir 
province of Ontario where law and or- 
der have been known for generations, 
there have been committed within this 
last few years, most deplorabie and 
most terribiec murders, the perpetrators 
of which have gone ‘andiscovered and 
unwhipt of justice. That cannot be 
sald of the Territories, where the rule 
is, that if murder is cammitted the 
murderer is discovered and punished for 
his crime. That is the differerce in 
favour of the Northwest Territories, te- 
cause in the ‘presente of the Mounted 
Pelice there, as compared even with 
this very fair and orderly province of 
Ontario. I might even go s» far as 
to Suggest—and I believe it has been 
suggested, and very wisely suggested 
—that this province weuld do very 
well to adopt some such system of po- 
lice as prevails in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, for the protection of its inno- 
cent. children from the murderer and 
the reprobate. 

Mr. Fowler.—The hon. gentleman 
shows his absolute unfairness of ar- 
gument by comparing Montreal or any 
ether city with a rural community. 
There fs absclutely no comparison be- 
tween the two. Every one knows that 
it is in cities where people of vicious 
habits echigreyate, and not in rural 
districts.

Grend Trunk to be placed in a posi- 
tion in which it would have to pledge 
its own securities for the new enter- 
prise, and it was thought bet- 
ter that the company should 
be allowed to treat the twenty-five 
millions of coramon stock in the or- 
dimary way; (that is to say, sell it 
in order to raise money for the equip- 
ment and operation of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific enterprise) than to 
compel it to raise the money requir- 
ed om its own securities. 


During the previous session the op- 
position had based a great deal of 
discussion on the over-capitulization 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific which 
this issue of twenty-five millions of 
common stock would involve, and 
made the argument that with the 
road so over-capitalized, as they al- 
leged, the government would not be 
in a position to effectively control 
rates, as they would be compelled 
to permit the earning of interest 
on this amount of stock which might 
or might not represent an actual in- 
vestment in the road. In the first 
place, after the railway of 1800 miles 
from Winnipeg to the coast has been 
completed, the company must provide 
rolling stock, net only for the 1,800 
miles, but for an equal distance of 
the eastern section. Its contract with 
the government is that it shall pro- 
vide rolling stock to the amount of 
twenty millions of dollars. The only 
funds from which it can draw. this 
twenty millions is from the sale of 
its preferred stock to that amount. 
Should a larger amount of rolling 
stock be required, as may very weil 
be, it has no means from which that 
can be secured except from the sale 
of its common stock; nor has it any 
means from which to provide for 
operating expenses and the heavy in- 
cidental investments necessary in the 
running of a great raiiway, to say 
nothing of betterments of roadbed 
which must be made from year to 
year. As was frequently pointed 
out te the opposition, instead of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific being likely to 
dispose of this common stock at less 
than its value, the position was such 
that in order to carry out its enter- 
prise, it would have to realize upon 
it to the very last cent, or come to 
perliament for further powers of cap- 
itajization. Railroads cannot be 
built and operated for nothing, and 
when it is considered that the forty- 
five millions of stock must provide 
for the equipment and operation of 
a road, not 1806, but 3600 miles in 
length, it does not seem excessive.

The rapid growth of population in 
the Northwest, and the fact that 
it had become necessary to establish 
so many distant outposts, some on the 
Mackenzie river ané, some-on Hudson 
Bay, had rendered the increase neces- 
sary. Several members of the oppo- 
sition who took part in the discus- 
sion evidently desired to pose before 
the people of Eastern Canada as ad- 
vecates of economy, and before the 
people of the West as friends of the 
Mounted Police forces.

a sharp interchange of views for some 
little time between Messrs. Scott, 
Davis and Oliver on the government 
side, and the oppcsition members 
mentioned. Hon. Mr. Sifton, reply- 
ing to the suggestion of Messrs. Boyd 
and Sproule, gave it as his belief that 
if the people were asked to accept 
provincial autonomy conditional on 
the force being abolished, they would 
not care to accept it at the price. 
He spoke at some length, describing 
the work and condition of the force,

BRITISH COLONISTS 


The first party of British colonists 
to zo down by the river are making 
satisfactory progress and shouid reach 
their destination tomorrow, This was 
the intimation of a brief telegram 
received by Messrs. Wade and Rob- 
ertson yesterday from Mr. A. Tait 
yiiet on one of the scows. The party 
avere then at Moose, about two days’ 
journey from their destination. The 
telegram, though brief, was very ¢cx- 
pressive. it read simply “All wel?.” 

Should the scows reach the landing 
tomorrow, the party will have been 
eleven days en route. The unusual- 
jy long time occupied in the trip is 
due to the very low water in the 


river, and to a delay of thirty-six | 


hours at Victoria. The delay was 
caused by a fall of snow which made 
travelling uncomfortable. During 
their stay there the travellers were 
made corafertable by the hospitality 
of the residents and resumed their 
journey on Thursday. j 

The sesond party, numberinz about 
tweniy, are now encamped at the ex- 
hibition grounds, where they have 
ween busy for several days loading a 
half dozen seows with their effects 
und supplies. They will probably get 
away during the latter part of the 
week, though a few days’ delay may 
fe made in hope of the water in the 
river rising.

REMINDERS OF BY-GONE 
DAYS
